Were we to read of large vans of such persons 
being transmitted to York, to give evidence in 
cases of life and death, should we be surrendering 
ourselves to unreasonable misgivings if we doubted 
lest, in some cases, justice might be a little, and in 
some wholly, misled? But it is gratifying to think 
that in England neither InrorMERS nor INFAMOUS 
CHARACTERS possess that moral influence over our 
courts to have their testimony worth conveyance 
in vans or otherwise; nor, if ever they come before 
them, do our juries regard them as ‘credible 
witnesses.”’ English law has a juster notion of 
the fitting destiny of such individuals ; and sends 
them, not into the witness-box, but to the hulks. 

While it is desirable that a stop should be put 
to the murders in Ireland, that end is not to be 
obtained by means which may lead to the forfeiture 
of a single innocent life, ‘because, instead of 
checking, that would be setting an example of 
murder. But when we hear of persons of IN- 
FAMOUS CHARACTER going to give evidence which 
is to hang men, and when we reflect also that 
in one case a reward of £800 was offered for 
a conviction, we confess we have little faith in 
the security of the oath which these witnesses 
must previously take; because perjury is a crime 
which INFAMOUs PERSONS are not unlikely to 
‘commit, especially if they can realize 80 handsome 
a sum—for a starving country~as eight hundred 
pounds by the transaction ! 

It is a matter to be grateful for, that when a 
person of bad character comes into the witness- box 
in England he is not believed; and therefore such 
witnesses seldom are allowed, by those who get up 
our prosecutions, to show their dishonest faces 
before the bench. And if this be, as we think it, 
an excellent proof of the pure administration of 
justice in this country, it also furnishes one expla- 
nation of that respect which the least cultivated 
Englishman pays to the laws of his country. 
Assured of their protection,’ he readily accords 
them his obedience, Now, supposing Irish prose- 
cutions to be generally conducted as it appears these 
special prosecutions at Clonmel are hkely to be, 
would it be worth while to inquire how much of the 
lawlessness which we deplore in Ireland is the 
¢ result of admitting rvrormers and persons of IN- 
‘ FAMOUS CHARACTER to swear away the lives of any 
¢ one who happens to be accused? Such a system 
§ would not be badly calculated to shake a popu- 
2 lation’s confidence in the law; and we leave to 
¢ better judges than ourselves the question, whether

In an attempt to arrest a Sicilian nobleman 
in the British consulate at Palermo, the arms of Eng- 
land were either torn down or thrown down by accident. 
Boiling water and furniture were thrown from win- 
dows by the people on the troops, even by éadies. 
The King of N aplee was hissed by both boxes and pit 
at the San Carlo Theatre. The troops were driven 
from Palermo by thirty thousand citizens in arms, the 
infantry refusing to act, Further particulars will be 
found in another column, 


From Milan has arrived a copy of a proclamation of 
the Emperor of Austria, dated January 9, which had 
been published and placarded at Milan, and which is 
addressed to the people of the Lombardo- Venetian 
kingdom. It was received with the utmost coldness. 
From political revenge the use of tobacco has been 
totally abandoned throughout Lombardy and the 
Venetian territories. The revenue by the sale of 
tobacco produced in 1843, in Lombardy alone, was 
6,725,832 Austrian livres, equivalent to about a quar- 
ter of a million sterling. ‘The lotteries, which have 
also been abandoned by the people, produced in the 
same year 8,200,056 livres, or about 270,000. 

At Leghorn the arrests which have taken place, and 
the results of the searches made in the dwellings of 
persons concerned in the recent movement, have led 
to evidence of the existence of an extensive plot, 
having for its object the triumph of a descendant of a 
fallen dynasty, and a foreign power is proved to be in- 
volved in this affair. 

Intelligence from Rome states that Austria had 
demanded permission to march 380,000 men through 
the papal dominions to the Neapolitan territories, and 
that a large number of the cardinals were in favour of 
consenting to this, but that the rope peremptorily 
refused it, 

Eoypr.—The Viceroy, his Court, and the foreign

been discharged, 2 have died, and 31 now eteectot 
in the institution, Upwards of 2500 have participate 
in the benefits of the institution. The expenditure of 
the establishment for the past year has exceeded the 
income by more than £60. 


ASYLUMS FoR THE HousEeLess.—An Ap-

A notorious character, named Patrick Collings, was 
arrested by the Rapemills police, charged with killing 
and stealing a sheep, the property of Mr. Patrick Sher- 
lock, at Milltown, near Banagher. He has been com- 
mitted to abide his trial at the ensuing assizes, A few 
years since Collings attained considerable notoriety 
1aving been tried at Parsonstown quarter sessions, Hl 
condemned to death for killing a goat. The statute 
has since been revised, 


Faran RarLway 
Winder, a middle-aged man, in the employ of 
James Thompson, at the coal-yard of the Neweastle 
and Carlisle Railway Company, unfortunately lost his 
life by accident last week. The deceased was killed 
in attempting to lay hold of the break of one of a 
number of coal-waggons, drawn by the Eden, which 
was running between the goods station of the Mary- 
pee and Carlisle line and Mr, Parker's cotton factory. 

Vhile in the act of leaping upon the train, in order to 
lay hold of the break, his foot slipped, fell upon the 
line, and four of the waggons passed over his body, 
which was'so dreadfully mangled that he died instan- 
taneously. We regret to hear that the deceased has 
left a wife and four children in a destitute condition.— 
Carlisle Patriot. 

Fara, Acctpent.—On Saturday last an in- 
quest was held at Falmouth on the body of Grace Tre- 
leaven, aged thirty-six, It appeared that the deceased 
was a vender of apples and oranges, and having sold a 

bargain to a man who was passing by, they went with 
some other women, who plied the same trade, into a 
public-house, where the man paid for some drink, In 
emptying his pockets to find his money, he took a pair 
of pocket: pistols and laid them on the table, when the 
deceased took one up, and while examining the weapon 
it suddenly went off and sent a bullet through her 
cheek and palate into the brain. The woman fell dead, 
and in the confusion the man escaped, taking with him 
the pistols, but leaving a walking-stick, In previous 
conversation the man had said that he was the captain 
of a ship, had been seven years abroad, had had a crew 
of thirty men, eighteen of whom had died, and he was 
now going home to his wife at Exeter. It is believed, 
however, that he has been engaged in the oyster 
fishery at Helford, and that he has been sent to a bank 
at Fa trots for money for his employer. The deceased 
has left a husband and four children. Verdict, ‘ Acci- 
dental death."— Falmouth Packet.

Mysterious Murprer or A FarmMer.— 

But little more than a month has elapsed since there 
appeared the particulars of a murder which occurred 
at Backwell, Somerset, the details showing a re- 
volting coolness and indifference on the part of the 
perpetrators. This week we have to record another 
case of murder, perpetrated in the same county, and 
within five miles distance of the former scene of 
crime. The victim is a respectable farmer, residing 
at Dundry, Mr. Walsingham Hazell, aged 63, a man 
greatly esteemed in the village as a most kind-hearted 
and inoffensive person, and well known in Bristol as a 
frequenter of the hay-market. The deceased was last 
seen in the farmyar , adjacent to his dwelling-house, 
on Monday se’nnight, since which time, up to Thurs- 
day, he nad been missing; and his mysterious absence 
had naturally excited the most intense interest amongst 
his kindred, friends, and neighbours, It was not 
until the following Thursday morning, as will be de- 
tailed in the evidence, that a clue was given for the 
discovery of the crime, which, although for the present 
shroude in mystery, has, nevertheless, evidently been 
committed, ‘T'wo individuals, residing at Dundry, 
and who have for many years borne characters of un- 
doubted respectability, dreamed onthe same evening 
that the body of the missing man was concealed in a 
well. Upon stating their dream, further search was 
instituted, and, eventually, the body of the murdered 
man was discovered at the bottom of an old empty 
well, long since disused, Suspicion having been at- 
tached to two young men, nephews of the deceased 
they were given into custody. An inquest was held 
on Friday at Dundry. The body of the deceased bore 
traces of violent injury, the front of the head being 
beaten in, evidently with some heavy weapon, whilst 
the back also Peace evidence of several blows 
having been inflicted. The corpse was, apparently, 
that of a most powerful individual, being upwards of 
six feet two inches in height.—Thomas Capell deposed 
that he was a farm-labourer, and was employed by the 
deceased and his sister, who held Upton Farm; the 
farm was managed by the deceased. The last time 
that he Gueneaes saw the deceased alive was on Mon- 
day, the 17th inst. The deceased was a man of very 
regular habits, and, consequently, much surprise and 
alarm was felt at his being missing on Monday evening. 
At about half-past three o’clock on that day witness 
and another farm-servant were in the barn thrashing, 
having been thus employed for the whole day. Whilst 
looking over the hatch of the barn, he saw the de- 
ceased standing outside the colt’s-house, talking in a 
friendly manner with his two nephews, Benjamin and 
John Hazell, who resided on the farm. He never saw 
him alive afterwards. Upon deceased being missed, 
active search was made for him, but without ayail 
until Thursday morning, when, in consequence of 
something which was said, he was induced to go with 
another man to search an old dry disused well in the 
yard, near the stables. Upon removing the stone 
which was placed upon the cover, and lifting up the 
cover, he (witness) laid down on his face and looked 
nto the well. e could not, at first, discern any- 
thing; but at length he saw something at the bottom 
of the well, and, having procured a candle, he got 
some well-hooks and let them down with a rope, and 
they hitched in something. On lowering the candle 
they saw blood on the side wall of the well, and, having 
procured further assistance, they proceeded to drag up 
what was at the bottom of the well, which proved to 
be the body of the deceased Mr. Hazell—The two 
nephews are in custody upon suspicion of committing 
the murder.—A labourer, named Hall, was severely 
cross-examined, and gave most evasive answers. At 
first he said he was at a public-house from twelve to 
eight on Monday, and afterwards admitted that he was 
absent from the house for some time, He was after 
the inquiry taken into custody upon suspicion of being 
an accessory.—-Inquest adjourned,

The hmmorrhage 
occasioned by the wound had caused death: =", 
Garrad, husband of ‘the deceased, said: I am a private 
in the 57th Regiment, Michael Stokes is a private in 
the same regiment. The deceased was twenty-eight 
years and four months old. I did not know the 
prisoner until about four months ago, when I and 
my wife came to the Leeds barracks. Stokes was in 
the regiment before, but I had not known him 
before that, as I belonged to another company. 
About seven o’clock on Thursday evening the 
prisoner was in the room with us. The prisoner 
came up to Michael Dooley, and asked for a piece 
of bees’-wax rag. Dooley said there was some in 
his haversack-bag. The next time I saw the pri- 
soner he was standing at a table in the middle of the 
room, and he appeared to me to be doing something 
at his musket. About a minute afterwards my wife 
came up to me and asked me what o’clock it was. I 
took out my watch and told her. She was laughing 
and joking with me, and I had scarcely got the watch 
into my pocket when I heard the report of the musket. 
I was standing with my back to the fire, and she was 
standing on my left, As soon as I heard the report I 
turned and saw the musket drop from the prisoner’s 
hand upon the floor. I saw my wife stagger back- 
wards, and she exclaimed, ‘‘Lord have mercy upon 
us !—what have you done?’’ I ran up to the prisoner 
and said, ‘You scoundrel, what have you done? 
Have you shot my wife?’ I thought at first my wife 
was fainting, owing to the report of the musket. I 
said to the prisoner, in my excitement, ‘I’ll load my 
piece and shoot you.”’ He said, ‘‘ Load it;”’ and my 
wife, who was lying upon her back, called to me for 
assistance, and tavent and lifted her up. ‘There were 
two or three more men in the room, who took the 
prisoner into custody. I placed my wife on a form, 
and she begged to be carried to bed. I carried her to 
bed, and found a gunshot wound in her breast, from 
which she bled agreat deal. Mr. Jackson, surgeon, was 
in attendance immediately, but my wife died about 
half-past eight o’clock. No conversation had taken 
place that evening, before this happened, between the 
prisoner and me, or between him and my wife. I 
do not think my wife had been out of my sight for 
three minutes during two hours before this happened. 
I don’t think she was five minutes out ofmy sight from 
half-past twelve at noon to seven in the evening. The 
eee had been in the room, but I do not think I 
ad spoken to him during the time, nor do I think m 
wife had. There had been no quarrol with the pri- 
soner on that an: I do not know that my wife ever 
quarrelled withhim, or said anything to ey except 
telling him that he was more nice than any other man 
was. Itis not the custom in the barracks to keep the 
muskets loaded except when on duty or on escort. It 
is against the general rule of the army. Stokes was 
at the parade in the morning.

According to the returns of the Prone and 
consumption of domestic sugar, pub ished by the 
Ministry of Finance, the number of manufactures in 
operation on the Ist of January, 1848, was 306; the 
quantity of sugar manufactured, or lying over since 
last year, was 39,903,489 kilogrammes; that sold for 
consumption, 20,514,994; and the duty levied on the 
article amounted to 19,3888,495f.

This cabinet is of carved oak, in the style of the 
age of the Tudors, though it is a work of foreign 
art, combining the manner of the Italian and 
Flemish schools. The workmanship is very elabo- 
rate, the details being in the rich and splendid 
style of the age in which it was produced, hough 
the devices are numerous they are arranged with 
great taste, the minuter parts being subservient to

“g KARA GEORGE. 
eorge Petrowitsch, called Kara, or Zrni, the 


eee 
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black, was born between the years 1760 and 1770, in 
the village of Wischewzi, in the district of Kragu- 
jewas, He was the son of a peasant named Petroni ; 
and in his early youth he went with his parents higher 
up into the mountain to Topola. In the very first 
cemmotion of the country—which was in the year 
1787, when an invasion by the Austrians was ex- 
pected—he took a part that decided the character of 
his future life. He saw himself compelled to flee ; 
and not wishing to leave his father behind, amongst 
the Turks, he took him also, with all his moveable pro- 

erty and vattle. Thus he proceeded towards the 

ave, but the nearer they approached that river, the 
more alarmed became his father, who, from the first, 
would have preferred surrendering, as many others 
had. done, aud often advised him to return. Once 
again, and in the most urgent manner, when they al- 
ready beheld the Save before them, ‘ Let us humble 
ourselves,’ the old man said, ‘and we shall obtain 
pardon. Do not go to Germany, my son: as surely 
as my bread may prosper thee, do not go.” But 
George remained inexorable. His father was at last 
equally resolved; ‘Go, then, alone,’ he said; ‘ I re- 
main in this country.’ ‘How!’ replied Kara George, 
‘ shall I live to see thee slowly tortured to death by 
the Turks ? It is better that I should kill thee myself 
on the spot!’ Then, seizing a pistol, he instantly shot 
his father, and ordered one of his companions to give 
the deathblow to the old man, who was writhing in 
agony: In the next village, Kara said to the people, 
‘Get the old man who lies yonder for me, and drink 
also for his soul at a funeral feast.” For that purpose 
he made them a present of the cattle which he had 
with him, and then crossed the Save. his deed, 
which was the first indication of his character, threw 
him out of the common course. He returned to his 
own district with the rank of sergeant in the corps of 
volunteers; but, believing himself to be unjustly 
passed over at a distribution of medals, he retired 
into the mountains as a Heyduc. However, he be- 
came reconciled in this matter with his colonel, Mi- 
haljewitsch ; went with him after the peace to Austria, 
and was made ‘forest-keeper’ in the cloister of Krus- 
chedol. But he did not rest satisfied in Austria; and 
as, under Hadschi Mustafa, he had nothing to fear in 
Servia, he returned thither, and from that time fol- 
lowed his business, that of a dealer in swine. The 
outrages of the Dahis hurried him into the move- 
ments in which he was destined to perform so im- 
portant a part. Kara George was a very extraor- 
dinary man. He would sit for days together without 
uttering a word, biting his nails. At times, when 
addressed, he would turn his head aside, and not 
answer. When he had taken wine he became 
talkative; and, if in a cheerful mood, he would, per- 
haps, lead off a Kolo-dance, Splendour and magni- 
ficence he despised. In the days of his greatest 
success he was always seen in his old blue trousers, 
in his worn-out short pelt, and his well-known black 
cap. His daughter, even whilst her father was in the 
exercise of princely authority, was seen to carry her 
water-vessel, like other girls in the village. Yet, 
strange to say, he was not insensible to the charms of 
gold. In ‘Topola he might have been taken for a 
peasant. With his Momkes, he would clear a piece 
of forest laud, or conduct water to a mill; and then 
they would fish together in the brook Jasenitza. He 
ploughed and tilled the ground; and spoiled the in- 
signia of the Russian Order, with which he had 
been decorated, whilst putting a hoop onacask. It 
was in battle only that he appeared a warrior, When 
the Servians saw him approach, surrounded by his 
Momkes, they took fresh courage. Of lofty stature, 
spare, and broad-shouldered, his face seamed by a 
large scar, and enlivened with sparkling deep-set eyes, 
he could not fail to be instantly recognised, He would 
spring from his horse, for he preferred fighting on 
foot; and, though his right hand had been disabled 
from a wound received when a Heydue, he contrived 
to use his rifle most skilfully, Wherever he appeared 
the Turks became panic-stricken; for vietory was be- 
lieved to be invariably his companion.”

What lady does not wish for a Cashmere shawl ? 
But why should we ask such a very unnecessary 
question? Our fair readers must allow that if 
such a pers: could be found she would be a per- 
fect Jusus nature, Every lady who has a father, 
uncle, brother, or cousin, it matters not how far 
removed, makes either a direct and pressing re- 
quest, or else gives hints, so broad as cannot be 
mistaken, for the possession of the much-coveted 
shawl, Nay, we have heard that some of our fair 
Parisian neighbours, whose hearts had withstood 
every persuasion of the tongue, had been induced 
to yield a hand to the lover who unexpectedly 
proffered for acceptance a Cashmere shawl, And 
yet, in spite of all the furor which exists for 
this foreign article of dress, we confess that we have 
seen many shawls of our own Paisley manufacture 
far more beautiful in colour and in design than the 
greater number of those from Cashmere ; but then 
the material—ay, there we must confess the in- 
feriority. 

Nature has furnished more or less to every 
quadruped two sorts of hair, the one fine, curly, 
generally grey, forming a down, more or less thick, 
as if to guard it against cold or damp; the other 
coarse, flat, giving a general colour to the animal. 
These two sorts of hair generally become thicker 
according to the degree of cold to which ney are 
exposed, and the inner curly hair becomes gra ually 
finer as the cold increases in force. It is this 
hair of the Cashmere goat which renders these 
animals so valuable, and to which we are indebted 
tor these delicate shawls. 

Neither the London nor the Parisian belle, per- 
haps, when she is contemplating the beauty of one 
of these of which she is the envied possessor, is at 
all aware of the manner in which these costly ar- 
ticles are transferred to European merchants, 

In the year 1816 a fire took place on the confines 
of Europe and Asia, which burnt down the little 
village of Makarief. This event, unnoticed in the 
European newspapers, was one of far more conse- 
quence than many incidents which are copiously 
dilated on; for in that miserable village had been 
held, from time immemorial, every year in the 
month of July, the Fair where all the cashmeres 
were sold which were brought by land into Europe. 
The warehouses and shops of the merchants were 
consumed with the village. The Russians imme- 
diately transferred the fair to Nishnei Novgorod, 
and here, every July, in addition to the native po- 
pulation of Russians,.‘Tartars, and Calmues, are 
found Greeks, Armenians, Persians, Indians, 
Poles, Germans, French, English, and even Ame- 
ricans, Notwithstanding this confusion of tongues, 
the most perfect order reigns among this assembly 
of many nations, The riches congregated are in- 
calculable, ‘The silks of Lyons and Asia, the furs 
of Siberia, the pearls of the East, the wines of 
France and Greece, and the merchandise of Persia 
und China, are seen on every side. But among 
the many precious productions of Asia, the shawls 
of Cashmere certainly bear the first rank. 

The sale of these beautiful articles always takes 
place in the presence of witnesses, and has thus 
been described by a lively French traveller :— 
** On our arrival at the fair we were joined by the 
other witnesses and two Armenian brokers, and 
were conducted to a row of stone houses without 
upper storics; here we were introduced into a 
sort of vault. The Indian shawl-merchant, who 
was the seller, sat here surrounded by immense 
riches in the form of four score balés of cash. 
meres, which were ranged and piled against the 
wall; he dealt in no other merchandise, The ex- 
traordinary part of the business is, that shawls of 
the greatest value are sold without the buyer ever 
seeing them opened; they are never unfolded ; 
nor does the buyer even examine a comer; still 
he is perfectly informed of their state by the cata- 
logues of the brokers, which are drawn up with 
the utmost care and fidelity. : 

“The brokers, as soon ag the business began, 
placed the buyer and seller at enpontes corners ee 
the apartment, we being squattec ,on the ground, 
without speaking a word; a continual communi- 
sation was kept up by the running to and fro of 
oe kers from one to the other, making known 
the pee 3 asked and the price bid in mysterious 
tie pee After awhile the bale of shawls 
Leal ht out and placed between the 
hed prone seller boasted of their beauty and 
Eo aled ver regarded them with silent 
value, while the buyer rega: bape uaiel k 
disdain, and compared their pum a2 ant ae 
with his catalogue.

The Indian merchant then rose to sty ae ware 
house; the brokers spoke very loud e anne 1 im Er 
him by the skirt of his garment to ¢ ae Sa y 
force ; the one pulled him on one side, ie Be 
the other, with the most outrageous Noise, re 1€ 
midst of all this confusion the Indian seeme ne 
fectly passive, If a fair price has been offered, the 
brokers endeayour to force the Indian merchant to 


give the buyer his hand, who holds it open, and 
repeats his offer in a loud voice, The brokers 
endeavour to get hold of the Indian, who defends 
himself, resists, escapes to the other end of the 
warehouse, enveloping his hand in the large sleeve 
of his robe, all the while whining out his first price 
in the most dolorous tone of voice. At last they 
catch him, and in spite of his resistance, and even 
his cries, place his hand in that of the buyer, 
Complete tranquillity succeeds this scene. The 
brokers congratulate the buyer. The Indian sighs 
piteously, and complains ina doleful tone of the 
violence and ill behaviour of the brokers. The 
brokers now seat themselves, and prepare the bill 
of sale as the last act of the ceremony. All that 
has passed is pure acting, and considered indis- 
pensable to the etiquette of the sellers of Cashmere 
shawls; for, if the Indian merchant has not been 
sufficiently pinched and pulled, and pushed from 
side to side, and his head and arms bruised with 
the ardour of the sale, he will fancy he has parted 
with his goods too readily, and repent of the 
affair before July fair brings him to Nishnei again,

Consecration or THY Bisnop or MAncuestrr, 
The consecration of the Rev. James Prince Lee, as 
the first Bishop of the See of Manchester, was per- 
formed on Sunday at the Chapel Royal, Whitehall, 
after the conclusion of morning prayer, 
large congregation, chiefly of strangers, at the chapel.

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HINTS FOR YOUNG MOTHERS, 

ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN. 

During the first year infants cannot be too ten- 
derly or carefully nursed, It may be safely as- 
sumed, taking the populations of all countries into 
consideration, that the one half of mankind perish 
from different causes within that period. The 
child’s disposition to sleep should be encouraged 
by attention being paid to times and circumstances 
in suckling, which have been observed to interfere 
with its digestive powers, and produced, in conse- 

uence, nervous restlessness or painful spasms. 

remarked in our last, the child should not be 
placed to the breast immediately after the mother has 
taken a full meal; nor, indeed, at all during the 
time she may be under the influence of medicine, 
for the milk in both cases becomes much deterio- 
rated, and so changed in character as to be pro- 
ductive of more or less disorder to the infant. The 
precaution extends to the influence of mental emo- 
tion, which affects still more seriously the supply 
and wholesomeness of the milk. 
ere are some articles of food that mothers and 
nurses, during suckling, should be particular in 
abstaining from. Dried or salted animal substances, 
rich meats, spices, and pickles, are unsuited to 
their situation, Spirituous and vinous liquors are 
also injurious; but let it be perfectly understood 
we are only addressing ourselves to healthy indi- 
viduals. Patients or weakly constitutions will, of 
course, have their diets directed by their medical 
attendants. For ordinary use, nutritive drinks of 
various kinds are recommended, such as light 
broths, milk, or whey; and, should the mother be 
exposed to the necessity of frequent exertion, a 
pint or a pint and a half of good ale or porter 
daily will be required; and also, as is frequently 
the case, to sustain a sufficient supply of milk for 
& very strong and vigorous child. ‘lea and coffee 
should be used moderately, The close and impure 
atmosphere of public assemblies, and other crowded 
places of amusement, should be particularly 
avoided by young mothers, as any ill effect 
arising in consequence of such exposure will be 
found immediately to affect the due secretion of the 
milk. 

To newborn infants an almost continued sleep, 
broken only at intervals to take the breast, seems 
to be a natural condition. Less than two-thirds 
of its time asleep is no favourable symptom, and | 
to promote slumber but little inducement should | 
be required. It is an useful hint, however, to ? 
observe, that violent rocking is not calculated to 
benefit a very young child, Sleep thus produced 
is injurious to the brain, for the drowsiness, ac- 
cording to the opinion of some of our ablest phy- 
sicians, is to be attributed to that important organ 
being by such means overcharged with blood. The 
infant, in the matter of sleeping or waking, should 
be left to its own instincts or feelings; but it may 
be taken as an evidence of mismanagement some- 
where should it be more lively at night than during 
the day. Caution in giving it the breast will use- 
fully direct its daily slumbers, and at night a full 
meal the last thing before putting it to bed will 
generally determine a long and quiet sleep, The 
presence of a light in the bedroom at night is fre- 
quently the cause of an infant being kept awake, 
for it attracts its attention and prevents it from 
continuing its sepoee When really necessary, 
and only then at all, the night-lamp should be ver 
dim, and placed in a situation least likely to be 
observed by the infant. 

Air and exercise are as necessary for children as 
adults. Exposure, however, to cold and damp 
should be carefully avoided, and the clothing 
always suited to the season, Infants, if in good 
health, are naturally fond of action, and every 
movement may be considered exercise, for a differ- 
ent set of muscles are exerted according to the 
numerous and mixed circumstances of nursery 
life. It requires to be mentioned though that 
fatigue in very young infants is easily induced, 
and in the first month or two it. undergoes quite 
sufficient pean in the operations of washing,

_ As regards the diet of infants under ordinary 
circumstances, little requires to be said. Its na- 

tural food is supplied from the mother’s breast, 
and, whilst the secretion is abundant and good, it 
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is a great error of judgment to give it anythin 
alberela some eaaeas Lewavet: from bad health oe 
a delicate constitution, it happens that a mother 
is compelled to choose between the alternative of 
wet or dry nursing for her offspring. In all cases, 
where pecuniary circumstances will allow, the 
former is to be preferred ; for there cannot be a 
doubt that the best food for an infant is human 
milk. A good wet nurse ought to be cheerful, 

atient, and active. Her own infant should be 

ealthful, and by its appearance vouch for the 
excellence of the supply which nourished it. If 
this be from five to six months old, there can be 
no objection to its mother assuming the charge of 
another infant; but we cannot think that she can 
rear an useful member of society if she relin- 
quishes the care of her own child immediately 
after birth to nurse a stranger’s for hire. 

Children there are which thrive well upon pap, 
but, in most instances, after a few wecks’ trial, arti- 
ficial food is found to be very unfit, and to them, it 
has been justly observed, other food than breast- 
milk is poison. Under the use of this, the rapidity 
with which children are brought back from death 8 
door is surprising, and is a strong proof of its 
admirable fitness for the purposes of infantile ex- 
istence. So important is it, indeed, in these cases, 
that, even should the infant be too weak to suck, 
milk should be drawn from the breast, and given 
to it with a spoon or bottle. And here it may be 
well to observe that suction is infinitely superior 
to spoon-feeding, which exposes the infant to 
swallowise much air, and occasioning, in conse- 
quence, hiccup, vomiting, and colic. The bottle 
employed under these circumstances should be 
frequently rinsed with boiling water, and the 
leathern covering changed every time it is used. 

It has been asserted that to investigate the 
disease of young infants is no very agreeable 
task; for, at this early age, the treatment to be 
adopted is apt to be suggested more by feeling 
than judgment.
